Quarantine Rules Are 
Amended, M.O.H. Says 

Dr. J. II. Wesley, Newmarket 
M.O.H., said this week: The fol- 
lowing nre some 1043 amend- 
ments to the Public Health Act: 

"Where there Is a person suf- 
fering from scorlet fever or 
whooping cough, notice must be 
sent to the M.O.II. by the at- 
tending physician or the house- 
holder within 12 hours, the sick 
person must be quarantined and 
the house placarded for the re- 
quired time, 

"Where a person is sick with 
chicken-pox, measles, mumps, 
the same notification Is required, 
the patient must be quarantined 
but no placarding of the house 
is required. As it has been 
definitely established that pla- 
carding of houses where cases 
of measles exist has no effect in 
preventing widespread epidem- 
ics of the disease, the placarding 
is dispensed with, but notifica- 
tion is as necessary as ever."

"I get a little annoyed when I 
hear the criticism of our young 
people," Headmaster Joseph Mc- 
Culley of Pickering College said at 

Newmarket Lions club at St- Paul's 
hall on Monday evening. 

It was public and separate school 
night, with members of the two 
school boards and school principals 
as guests of honor. ^President Fred 

Thompson was in the chair. 

"It is a pastime of some of our 
old fogeys to <pan* youth," said Mr. 
McCulley, "I'd like to know who is 
saving the world today If not 
youth." 

Mr. McCulley saw three tasks, to 
win a military victory, to save those 
values which alone make life worth 
living and so to determine the peace 

that those values will be guaranteed 
to posterity. 

He recalled the years 1991 to 
1337, "when young people were un- 
employed through no fault of their 
own. I would remind you that that 
problem was not solved before the 
war. The only solution that we 
have found is war." 

Noting a "tremendous Increase in 
juvenile delinquency" In. American 
and Canadian cities since the out- 
break of the war, Mr. McCulley 
attributed It to a loss of guidance 
and leadership. "A lot of so-called 
delinquency is only the overflow of 
ungulded adolescent vitality," he 
said. 

"There Is a loss to the armed 
forces of teachers, Bunday-echool 
tWchers, Scout leaders and many 
who have been accustomed to give 
leadership. 

"Wo all must have change and 
affection, we like a sense of power 
and we want security. The two 
things a child needs are affection 
and a sense of security. If teachers, 
parents and Boy Scout leaders are 
absent, the boy loses the affection 
to which he Is accustomed, and 
the hoy looks for adventure. 

"The climate of our time is a 
climate of violence. We read of 
peoples being destroyed and liqui- 
dated. X submit that it is impossible 
for boys to read these things in the 
newspapers and hear them over the 
radio without being affected. 

"My desire is to point out, not 
the delinquents, but the hundreds 
of thousands of normal children 
who are losing their sense of 
direction, who lack the guidance 
they would have had in normal 
times." 

Mr. McCulley said that the 
dominion Physical Fltnesa Act, 
passed at the last session of 
parliament, would make available, 



with Ontario government co-opera- 
tion, possibly a quarter mil Host 
dollars for expenditure in this prov- 
ince. 

"It is not decided yet how it wffl 
be spent," said Mr. McCulley. "Mjr 
suggestion would be that one of the 

best ways it could be used would 

be in training voluntary leaders, 

"The Lions club support of tfes 

air corps is a magnificent gesture. 

You are fortunate In having mem- 
bers of your club who will five 
leadership. Training of this kind 
is needed at all times, and X hope 
that the air corps Is not allowed to 
become merely a recruiting medium 
for the air force.

It should not be left to tn« 
town's teachers and clergymen, Mr.

First 
there should be volunteers, and then 
there should be arrangements made) 
for training the volunteer leaders. 

Mr. McCulley suggested that the 
Lions club should organize a coro- 
' muulty committee to deal with "thia 
i vital problem." He commended th* 
club for the park it had provided

"The town of Newmarket, of

houses.

WE MUST START AT HOME 

We all remember the "country fit for heroes 
to live in" talk of the last war, and we all know 
how we failed to create any such country in Can- 
ada. This time we do not dare to paint any such 
glowing picture, but instead we talk more 
concretely of social security and employment. 
And we are all sincere in our talk and hopes. 

It seems unfortunate that we look to a distant 
federal government to fulfill our promises, for if 
the federal government fails and we have un- 
employment again we will blame Ottawa and 
acquit ourselves of individual responsibility. 

We must start in our local municipalities. We 

must spend our own money. We must do what 
we can, to provide employment, to provide 
health services, better schools, community recre- 
ation centre, swimming-pool, to march with pro- 
gress. In progressive, growing communities 
there will be a maximum of employment Fear 
and selfishness, sometimes disguised as caution 
and prudence, contribute to unemployment; 
courage and vision create employment, homes, 
happiness. 

"We msy well look to dominion and provincial 
governments for leadership and help, but we can 
set the pace by doing all that we can for our- 
selves and taking all the help offered by Ottawa 
and Queen's Park. A few years ago the province 
offered to pay half the cost of a vocational wing 
for our high school, and offered additional grants 
that would have soon taken care of the total 
cost. We did not accept 

A couple of weeks ago our town council asked 
the provincial government for a school health 
program. The reply came back this week that 
there already is provision for the province pay- 
ing one-third of the cost of a county health pro- 
gram (Reeve Lundy says that defects in this 
legislation are- being remedied). Headmaster 
Joseph McCulley of Pickering College this week 
asked Newmarket citizens to be ready to share 
in the "physical fitness" funds which the domin- 



ion and province are making available to muni- 
cipalities. 

Members of our town council (Mr. Bowser, Mr. 
Lundy [wc think] and probably others) have 
been asking for provincial legislation which 
would enable the municipality to collect taxes 
in war-time for expenditure after the war. The 
1943 session of the legislature added a new 
section (316a) to the Municipal Act, which makes 
it possible, subject to the approval of the depart- 
ment of municipal affairs, for a municipality to 
set up reserve funds for use after the war. Lets 
take advantage of this provision this year. 

Most of us would like to live in a growing, 
progressive municipality. It is sometimes thought 
that we can achieve progress by merely bringing 
in new industries. But industries can bring 
with them seasonal unemployment or slum 
conditions. We incline to the view that if we 
provide excellent health, education and recrea- 
tional facilities, we can be sure of progress and 
count on growth too. Let us look after the 

people and industries will look after themselves 

(with a little help from Councillor Joseph Vale's 
industrial committee), for the best industries seek 
centres where there are available healthy, happy, 
educated workmen.

Marching Along! 



While ordinarily we may disclaim any desire for the growth 
of our community, knowing that in some frays it is more pleasant 
to live in a small rather than a large centre, our thoughts this year 
must be colored by a sense of responsibility to our boys in the 
forces. Every community in Canada, big or small, will want to 
make some constructive effort to provide employment for those 
returning from military service as well as for those now employed 
in civilian or war industry. 

There are different ways in which we in Aurora might 
approach this problem. We could ask our business men, through 
the board of trade, to tackle it, but if we do we should be pre- 
pared to provide some money help. If we ask the board of trade 
to do the job we should contribute at least a mill on the tax rate 
(about $1,500) to the board of trade treasury. 

A more effective way probably would be to have the town 
council and its new post-war planning and sports and publicity 
committees undertake the job. This way will be effective only if 
the councillors can give a great deal of time to this important job 
o£ planning post-war employment for the soldiers. 

The town is fortunate in having a progressive group of men 
at the council board. We should encourage them to give 
generously of their time and ability. Our thought is that they 
cannot do the job on a one-meeting a-month basis. The year will 
be over before our councillors have their ideas in shape. Another 
year will be here and a fresh start will have to be made. 

There should be two council meetings a month to hear pro- 
gress reports from the committees and to give them advice. The 
councillors should be paid $5 a meeting this year for the extra 12 
meetings, and next year they should be paid $5 a meeting for the 
full 24 meetings. They would not be paid for committee meet- 
ings. They should not be paid for the customary council meet- 
ings until after another election. The council should pass the 
necessary by-law now, and then when election time comes around 
again any citizen who disapproves can voice his disapproval by 
offering his services on a free basis. But we do not believe that 
there would be any disapproval. 

Another step which we must take this year, and which we 
believe our council will take with Deputy-Reeve A. A. Cook as 
finance chairman, is to balance the town budget — something which 
hasn't been done for some years. It isn't fair to the boys in the 
forces not to balance the budget, not to maintain or improve the 
town's position. It isn't the way to attract new industry or new 
residents. 

When we bring new residents to Aurora, retired persons or 
Toronto commuters, we arc creating employment in Aurora, al- 
though to a lesser extent than when we bring industry here. 
New residents mean better rentals for landlords, more houses 
built, better tax revenues, more business for the stores, but of 
course new responsibilities and municipal expenditures as well. . 

Aurora is attractively and advantageously situated as a resi- 
dential place for Toronto business men. It is next door to the 
glorious hills of King township, is near to the popular Summit golf 
club, has its own golf club in addition, is on the way to Lake 
Simcoe, Muskoka and Haliburton playgrounds, has a splendid high 
school, expects to have a fine new public school before too long, 
and has a congenial and progressive population. The school 
boards have taken a progressive lead in teaching music in the 
schools (although the town is stopping short of some advertising 
opportunities for the town in not seeing that the children trained 
are in a position to accept invitations to give recitals in Toronto 
and elsewhere) and the town council is studying improved public 

health services.

end Ration Coupon Books 



On March }1, the present gasoline licenses and ration coupon books 
will expire. Afcer that date no gasoline will be sold except on the 
presentation of a 1944-45 ration book. 

In his own interests, every vehicle owner is asked to apply at onct 
for a new license and ration coupon book for each of his vehicles. 
Application forms muse be coaipJctcd in daail. 

Commencing April 1 ( under the 1944-45 rationing plan, the opera- 
tion of which will be basically the same as that now in effect, all 
noncommercial vehicle owners will again be allowed a basic** A A*' 
gasoline license and ration coupon book, containing 40 units for a 
passenger car, or 16 for a motorcycle. 

Similarly, owners of vehicles eligible for a "Special** category, who 
can jirovc their need, will be granted an extra vocational allowance, 
fixed in advance for the year ending March 31, 1945. In determining 
the extra allowance — which will be measured to individual needs 
— the previous category and mileage of the car will not necessarily 
be an important consideration. 

The extra vocational coupons will again be issued in books labelled 
"Special", and each hook will contain not more than Cft units. To 
permit constant review of the needs of each category applicant, only 
one "Special" hook, or portion thereof, will be issued at a time. 
The Oil Oinrroller also has the right to refuse »ny application for 
a "Special" category, or to suspend any ration coupon book for 
an infraction of the regulations. 

The shortage of gasoline is still acute. Do not apply for a "Special" 
Category unless your need is urgent. 

Gasoline for commercial vehicles will again be rationed. To assure 
themselves sufficient gasoline to carry on normal business activi- 
ties after March 31. operators of commercial vehicles arc urged to 
complete at once and in detail the required application for cadi of 
their vehicles. 

On and after April 1, service station attendants will not accept 
gasoline ration coupons unless the license plate number of die motor 
veh'cle for which they were issued is utitten in ink on each coupon. 
Every motor vehicle must also display on its windshield a 1944-45 
sticker indicating the category of the coupon book submitted at 
ihc time of the purchase. 

If the owner of a motor vehicle sells, transfers or disposes of ie in 
any way, it is his obligation to sec that the gasoline license and 
ration coupon book for chat vehicle is returned immediately to the 
nearest Regional Oil Control Office. 

To obtain a gasoline license and ration coupon book, secure an 
application form at your nearest Post Office. Study the 
form and follow carefully the instructions contained therein.
